HERE ARE words that seem to belong to- 

gether, because they express related ideas. 

For example, faith and prayer, joy and 
praise. There are other words that we do not 
think of as being necessary one to the other, for 
example, expectation and waiting. 

Sometimes we do not want to relate these two 
words. We want them to be expectation and 
answer. But this word waiting is a key word and 
has a great deal to do with the answer. 

“My soul, wait thou in silence for God only; 
For my expectation is from him.” 

When we have a need or a desire and we pray 
earnestly and sincerely about it, the waiting in 
the silence of our soul is most important. How 
often when we pray, we expect God's perfect 
answer, but we do not allow the spiritual idea to 
grow and unfold in us. When we say that our ex- 
pectation is from God, we mean that we expect 
the answer to our prayer to come from God, from 
the spiritual realm within. It is in the silence of 
our soul that we find the answer to our prayers. 
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It is here that we gain the assurance that all is 
well, that the affairs of our life are under God's 
care and direction, that there is nothing that can- 
not be met—because God is with us, working 
through us and through all that concerns us. 

“For the earnest expectation of the creation 
waiteth for the revealing of the sons of God.” 
Our prayers, our longings, our desires wait for 
the inner revelation that we are sons of God, 
that we are spiritual beings, that the essence of our 
life is spiritual. When we have this revelation in 
our soul, our expectation is fulfilled and light 
breaks forth in us. 

Many times we expect God to change our 
life, to answer our prayers without any change 
on our part, without changing our mind, changing 
our attitudes. We almost always get what we 
expect. But we do not always want it when we 
get it. For just the getting of the outer thing 
does not satisfy us, does not really fulfill our 
expectations. 

We may well ask ourselves, “What do I ex- 
pect when I pray, what do I expect of God, what 
do I expect of man?” The fact may be that we 
do not begin to expect enough. We are willing 
to settle for far less than the good that God 
would pour out to us. We are working with a 
particular need and we place all our faith, our 
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hopes, and our prayers in a particular outworking. 
We say, “If only God will answer this one 
prayer, I will be grateful forever.” If we could 
enlarge our vision and pray, “God, this seems 
to be the need of the moment, the need of my 
life, and this also seems to me to be the good I am 
seeking. But my expectation is from You. I place 
myself, my life, my mind; my heart, my desires in 
Your care. I know I can expect more from Your 
Spirit of good than I can presently imagine.” 

We can always expect answered prayer, but 
it is also true that we can always expect more 
than the outer answers to prayer. James Dillet 
Freeman once wrote these lines, 

“Though God, God only can create, 
I till and weed and then I wait.” 

When we pray in faith, when we hold to posi- 
tive and constructive ideas of Truth, when we 
weed out the negative thoughts and feelings, 
when we let go of limiting beliefs, regrets, bitter- 
ness, or resentment, then we wait—wait for God's 
good to come forth, wait for the revealing of the 
son of God, the perfect creation of God to blos- 
som in us. When we pray for healing, we should 
expect healing. When we pray for peace, we 
should expect peace. When we pray for prosper- 
ity, we should expect prosperity. When we pray 
for other persons, we should expect them to be 
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helped and blessed. But whatever we pray for, 
our expectation should be from God, not from 
our Own prayers, not from the prayers of someone 
else, not from some outer happening. We expect 
perfect results when we pray because our ex- 
pectation is from God, and because our expecta- 
tion is from Him we wait in silence. We have 
absolute confidence, we know that God is the 
Creator, that above and beyond our expectation 
is God’s perfect good, His perfect fulfillment. 

“They that wait for Jehovah shall renew their 
strength; they shali mount up with wings as 
eagles; they shall run, and not be weary; they 
shall walk, and not faint.” Here ‘“‘wait” is the 
key word. We pray for strength, perhaps hoping 
and praying for just enough strength to see us 
through—but, “they that wait for Jehovah,” who 
wait for His creative work to take over in them, 
not only are strengthened, they are made new. 
This is the answer beyond our expectation! How 
much more wo.iderful is the spiritual power of 
God within us than anything we can anticipate 
or expect. 

The letters that come to Unity and tell of 
answered prayer almost always contain these 
words, “It is so much better than I expected. I 
never expected that things would work out in 
this way.” Always the element of the things added 
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enters into answered prayer. The pattern is, ex- 
pect, wait, and what follows is always greater 
than our human concept of it. Expect, wait, and 
keep your mind and heart open and receptive to 
the largeness of God, the miraculous power of 
Spirit. 

Every time there is answered prayer, there is 
always more than the expected. Has anyone who 
was healed through prayer, for instance, been 
aware only of physical healing? Always there is a 
spiritual healing, always there is a lifting up of 
the inner man. The healing, the demonstration of 
supply, and the answer to prayers for peace and 
harmony in human reiations always carry with 
them something beyond our expectation in the 
beginning. 

What we come to value most and treasure most 
in our prayers is the inner realization that comes 
to us of the sure and abiding presence of God, 
the realization that comes to us that we are His 
beloved children, that we are expressions of His 
Spirit. As we come to know this more and more, 
as we come to feel our oneness with God, then 
in any need that arises we can say, with absolute 
trust, with absolute faith, 

“My soul, wait thou in silence for God only; 

For my expectation is from Him. 

He only is my rock and my salvation.”

HE POWER OF blessing and praise cannot be 

overestimated. Individuals have proved 

over and over again that to bless and praise 
their affairs, their homes, their work, their present 
circumstances is like using a magic key that opens 
doors to greater good and happiness. 

The belief in lack can become habitual; the 
feeling that we do not have enough can become so 
constant with us that we are never able to bless 
and praise what we have. The starting point is in 
our own thinking, in our own attitudes, in our 
own response to life and to the circumstances that 
surround us. To begin with, it may take effort on 
our part to look at our life and say, “Thank You, 
Father, for the good at hand.’’ But as we make 
this a habit, as we learn to give thanks in every- 
thing, to praise, and to bless, we shall not only 
prepare the way for increase but we shall awaken 
to new appreciation of the abundant good we al- 
ready have.
